‘The General court of Boston passed a- 
mong other laws, lave wgainst liberty of 
conscience, severe orders ngainst Quakers, 
On the 14 of Qetober, 1651, it was ore 
dered “that if #ny person should enters 
tain any Queker Quakers, or other blasps 
hemous heretics,” they stall be fined forty 

-ghillngs for exery ae of such entertain. 
ment—enrd ‘if any Quakers should pres 
sume, efter they had, once euflered the 
law, to return into them jurisdiction, i a 
male, he should bave one of hiv eare cut 
off for the firstofferce, the other ear for 
the second offeuce—if a female, to be sea 
verely whipped forthe first offence, the 
like punishment to be repeated for the 
second. For the third offence | their tone 
gues to be bored through with a hot iron.’

Wm; Leddia, were 
arrested in Sulem, and sent to the House 
o! Correction in Boston. They were kept 
hve days without fvod, and then received 
iwenty stripes with the three corded whip.

The State of Franklin.—Before the 
establishment of this Government, and 
before or about the time that the territory 
which now constitutes the State of ‘Venn 
ersee was ceded to Congiess, the inhabit 
ants of the eastern part of that Territory 
established a government for themselves, 
and called it the Stateof Franklin. They 
adopted a very good conetitution, divided 
into the usual branches of legislative, exe 
cutive and judicial power. They laid and 
collected taxes, and performed other usual 
acts of legislation, They had for the pres 
enl, itis true, no maratime possessions, 
yet they followed the common forms in 
constituting high officers, and their Gov 
was not only captaingeneral and commar. 
Cer in chief, but admiral also—so that the 
navy might have # commander when 
thereshould be a navy. 

The currency in this State of Franklin, 
became very much deranged. . Specie was 
scares, and equally ecarce were the notes 
of specie paying banke— but the legislature 
did not propose any Giverce of govern 
ment and people—they did not seek to 
establish (wo currencies—one for men in 
office, and one for the rest of the com 
munity. They were content witb neigh 
bor’s tare. It became necessary to pass 
what we would call the ‘civil list appropri 
ation dill,? 

The preamble of that law begins by 
reciting that the collection of taxes in 
specie had become very oppressive to the 
good people of the commonwealth for the 
want of a circulating medium. - It recites 
further, that it isthe duty of the Legiela
